Further, because a separate search would be required for each one 
0 f the sequences of clarms 6-11 and 20-25, restriction for examination purposes as indrcated .s 
proper. ,n view of the foregoing, one (!) sequence is considered to be a reasonable number of 
sequences for examination. Accordingly, appl.cants are required to e,ec, one (!) sequence from 

SEQ ID NOs: 1-6 of claims 6-1 1 and 20-25.
